_ Our Englith Philofophers Generally, (like Prophets ) have re- 
ceived little hononr (anleffe what hath beene privately paid them) 
in their owne Countrey ; nor have they done any mighty Workes 
» amongft us,exvcept in covertly udminiffring their Medicine to a few 
Sick, andhealing them. ( For greater Experiments then What it per- 
formes in Phyfick,they never pablikely made [bew of.) Thus did 1.O. 
(one of the firft foure Fellowes of the FratresR. C.) in curing the 
Joung Earle of Norfolke, of the Leprofie ; and Door B. in carry- 
ing off the vitulency of the Small-pox, tWice, from Quecn Elizabeth: 
 infomuch that they never appeared. Butin Parts abroad they have 
found more noble Reception, and the'world greedy of obteyning their 
Workes ; nay,(rather then want the fight thereof) contented to view 
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Prolegomena. 
them threugha Trarflation, though never fo imperfect. Witnelfe 
what Maierus, Hermannus, Combachius, Faber, and many others 
have done; the’ firft of Which came ont of Germanie, to live in 
England ;parpofely that be might fo underftand our Englith Tongue;

Thefe Philofophers bad their Name from Batdus Druydas (the § 
King of the Celts,) who was the fir/t Inventor of Verfes, as Berofins 
tells ws ; and dyed An.Mundi 2138. Neither of thefe Sets of Philo- 
fophers w/ed any writing ( indeed it war not Lawfulls.for,) (uch Was 

the Policy and Catiofity of Elder Ages ( te defend their Learning 
and Mylteries from the Injury of Ignorant Interpretations) that they 
delivered them to Polterity, by Tradition exfy, 

Cafar teffifies, (and tii a noble Teltitmony ) That. the Learning 
of the Dinydi, was Grit invented in Britaine, and thence transferr'd 
into Prance ; and that, in: all his time , thofe of France came over 
hither to be Inftrutted. Agricola ( ix Tacitus) preferrs the Britaines 
before the Students of France ( notwith/tanding that whey Were of 2 
docible Wit, and apt to Learne) in that they were curious in attaine 
ing the Eloquence of the Latin Tongue. . 

As for Magick, Pliny tel’s 1, It. flowrifbed in Britaine, and that 
the People there were fo devoted to it (yea, with all Complements of

tell you ; for thereby (Aaith he) Philofophers have foretold things 
to come : nd Petrus Bonus avers, that they did Prophefie; not on- 
ly Generally dt Specially ; having a Fore-knowledge of the Re- 
furrection, Incarnation of Chrif, day of Judgement, wed that. the 
World frould be confumed with Fire: and this nos otherwife , then 
from the Infight of their Operations, 

In Briefe, by the true and various wie of the Philofophers Prima 
materia ( fot there are-diverfities of Gifts, but the fame {pirit) 
the perfection of Liberall Sciences are made kuown , the whole Wil- 
dome of Nature may be grajped: And (INotwithffanding What has 
been faid, Imuft further adde) There ‘are yet hid greater things 
then thefe,for we have feen but few of his Workes. 

Howbeit, there are but afew Stocks that are fitted to Inoculate 
the Grafts of this Science on : They are Mylteries Incommunicable 
to any but the Adeptt, and thofe that have beene Devoted even 
from their Cradles to ferve and waite at this Altar: And how rare- 
ly fach have been heard of, may appear by Norton:

Yet fill cafting about what to make choyce of, at length (by the 
incouragement of fone that are Indultrious after publique benefie ) 
Centred, my Thoughts, ‘and fix'd them on this defigne of Colle@ing 
All ( or as many as I could mecte With) of oxr own Englifh Herme: 
tique Philofophers, and to make them publique. 

Nor did I change this Refolution with myClothes notwith/tand- 
ing the Difficulties J fam, reaay to.encounter and .obftrull the Un- 
dertaking : For, defides the Paines and Care that was thereunto ree. 
guifite, the Feare of not meeting with, or obtaining the Original 
Manu(cripts, «r Authentique Copies of this Nature, (which I knew 
to bein. fome Menshands, yet wanting them my felfe,) fore\wdly be- 
fet , though nothing difoourag'd me: yet was. Lthsrewith freely and 
plentifully (upplyed by fome worthy. and.intimate Friends , whom I 
wouldgladly here mention, but that I Well knew they delight not to. 
fee their Names in Print. Thefe had, Ady Care Was next to difpofe 
them in fuch a Series as might be anfwerable totheRefpective Times, 
wherein each Author Flourifhed ; and withall tothe bef Advantage 
of the laborious Student : the which I have manag d.withfojuft an 
Adcquation,as (I bope) Wall nesther detratt from the-due Honour of 
the One,ner yet difturbe er darken the dirett path of the Other.

Maierns,Primus Antiftes,Sacerdos, Theologus, V.ATES,& Dottor, 
cotits Gracorum nationis ) becanfe that Linus és [aid to be the.moft 
Perite of any Lyrick Poet, and fo Ancient that fome [uppofe him | 
Mafter to Orpheus, Who writ that admirable Allegory of the Gol: 
den Fleece, and was the firft of all the Grecians that brought the 
Chemick Learning ( with other Sciences) ent of Agipt, as the other: 
the firft that brought the Phenician Learning to the Grecians : I fay’ 
not only for that it is the Ancienteft,and Profe bur of Latter ufe with 
ether Nations:but becanfe Poetry hath bin moff Anciently afed with 
us,and (as if from a Grant of Nature)beld ungu eftionable.. 
Again,the Excelent Melody thereof 2 (6 Naturall aad Univer- 

falls that it feemes to be borne With all the Nations of the World, 
gs.an Hereditary Eloquence proper to a Mankinde » Nor was this 
_allfor I confidered that st Claimes a Generall fucceffion, and Re- 
ception, i Ai Nations, af Ages, Who were never Without a Ho- 
mer, 4 Virgil, or ax Ovid : No not this fmall Segment of the World 
[England] Withont a Rafis Ceftrenfis and an Hortulanus ; For the 
Firlt of thefe, Ha Liber Luminum, ana bis Lumen de Luminum, are 
the Ancientelt now extant in Latine Verfe + In the Latter of which, I 
cannot omit this Title of bes, [ Refponfio Rafis Celtrenfis Filio fuo 
Merlino ; } whereby st appeares he was Merlin’s Contemporary (at 
leaft) if not his Malter,in this Abitrufe Myftery. Thefe Workes of 
hisare both Publifhed by Hermannus, bat very Imperfectly , as I 
found by Comparing them With: a Manufcript, as axcient as King 
John's Time. And for the Second He was the firft. Chriftian Philo- 
fopher afterMorienus,who ( travelling abread,and returning bither i 
rhe Raigne of William the Conquerour)becaufe he was the firft that 
Tranfplanted she Chemicall Mufes from remotef? Parts into his own 


Country;iscalled Garland,ab Coronam Hermeticam & Poeticam.. 


But, to returne to our Matter. 
If neither its Antiquity, sor the Naturall Ratification,Generall 


Succeffion,and Reception thereof, were enough to allow tt the Right.- 
hand of Fellowthip, yet I fuppofe the Effects thereof, ( which fo 


affett and delight the Bare, reqoyce the Heart , fasisfie the Judge- 


ment;

‘ment, and-indulgethe Hearers) juftly may : In regard Poely has a” 
Life, a Pulfe, and fuch a fecret Energy, as leaves in the Minde,a far 
deeper Impreflion,then What runs in the flow and eveuleffe Numbers 
of Profe: whereby it won fo machupun the World, That in Rude 
Times , and even amongst Barbarous Nations, When other forts of 
Learning flood excluded, there was nothing more in Eftimation, And 
for that we call Rythme ; the Cuffome of divers of our Saxon and 
Norman Poets, fhewes the Opinion they had thereof ; whilf the 
Latine (sotwithffanding sts Excellency ) conld not fufficiently delight 
their Bares, unleffe their Verfes( in that Language, ) were form'd 
with an Hatmonicall Cadence , and brought into Rythme: Nor 
did the Ancients wrap up their Chiefelt Myfteries, any Where el/e, 
then inthe Parobolical cAllufive part of Poetry asthe wostSacred, 
and Venerable in their Elteeme,and the fecureft from Prophane and 
Vulgar Wits. Forfuch was the goodneffe of our Fathers,that they 
Would not willingly haxard(much leffe throw) their Childrens Bread 
among Dogs ; Aud therefore their Wildome and Policy was, Firff, 


to finde out away to Teach , and then an Art ( which wasthis) te 


Conceale. Jna word, to prefer Profle before Poetry, is no other, or 
better, then to let.a Rough-hewen-Clowne, take the Wall of a 
Rich-clad-Lady of Honour : or te Hang a Prefence Chamber with 
Tarpalin, inftead of Tapeftry. , 

And for the/e Reafons, and ont of thefe Refpetts, the Poeticall(as 
I concetv'd) deferved the Precedency. | 

Howbeit probably fome of thefe Pieces ( now brought to publique 
Light ) bad welnigh perilh'd én.a filent Ruine ; and Deltruction goe 
acowpleate Vettory over them , but that my Diligence and Labori- 
ous Inquifition refcwed them frem the Jawes thereof : being almoft 
quite [orouded in the Dult of Antiquity and invelu'd in the obfcurity 
of forgotten things, with their Leaves balfe Worme-eaten. Anda 
wander it4s, that (like the Creatures in Noahs Arke) they were

Tranfcribers,which I took upon me to correct and purge: as litle more 
shen Litteralh Im perfections:)yet not to Mave theReader unfatisfied, 
have added a Compendious Table, for the Interpretation of Old,.

And (ohto be lamented!) the fwarme is 
likely ro increafe, untill through their Ignorance they become the ridiculous 
objec of the Enemies to Aftrologie ; (would that were all,) and Eclipfe the 
glory of that bight , which if Judicioufly diffen[?d to. the World would. caule 
Seren but unskilfully expof’d, become the fcorne and contempt of the 
Vulgar. 
He that underftands no more of Affrologie (nor will makea further ule of 
it) then. co quack with a few Tearmes in an Horary Queftions is no more worthy 
to be efteemed an A/frologian then Hee who hath onely learnt Hebrew may be 
accounted a Gaballifticall Rabbi. Tis true, he may be {0 fraught with words, as 
to amufe the unlearned,with the Canting noy(e thereof,but what is that if com- 
pared to the full and intire knowledge of the Language? Yet of this: fort at 
prefenc are ftart up divers Illiterate Profeffors (and Women are of the Num- 
ber) who even make e4/ffrologie the Bawd & Pander to all manner of Iniquity, 
proftituting Chaft Yrania to be abus’d by every adulterate Intereft. And what 
willbe the tflue (1 with it may prove no Prophefie) ere long Aftrologie thal 
be cried down as an Impoffor, becaufe ict is made ufe of asa Staleto all bad 
P rattifes, and a laudable Faculty to. bolfter up the degerdimane of a Cheate. And 
befides having now growne famous by the true Predidions of fome of her 
able and honeit Sous,fhall grow into as much difgrace and infamy,by the un- 
skilfull ‘Progofticks of ignorant Illegitimace Baffards: who rather then they 
will accufe themfelves.when they faile of truth in their Sudgments, will not 
fticktocondemne ftrolegie it felfeas defe@ive and lame, in’ wha their 
flothfull negligence or ignorant blindnefle was not -able to finde our.

Thelearned Faber, (16 46.) beftowed much Paines and Coft in publifhing 
to the world() Bafilius Currus Triumphalis, and others,in one Volume. In the 
Argument of which Booke Georgius Riplaus Canonicus Angus dokiffimus (9 
mivandusix.quo nibil falfs to fupervacui ad metallorum omnium proprictates , 
natures manifefandss, is thus Ingenioufly acknowledged. He furtherafluresus 
that his Workes are worthy to keep pace with the beft “Philofopbers '; and 
knowes that Policie in Printing is fureft,and takes well with the Iudiciows, to 
begin with a good Worke, and end with the befts to which placehe refers ou 
Ripley, Bur } muft needs tell the Reader that in pag. 338. and fo to the end, 
he is by miftake called Triplanus inftead of Riplaws. There are other the like 
notorious faults which the Printer (moft likely) is guilry of, as giving I/aac 
Holland the name of Irfacus. Cornelius Drebble he prints Tornelius, (and 
{ometimes Fornelins) Prebellianus ; and. befides thefe, further caufes of Ex- 
ception to other parts of the Worke (too many to be mentioned hete) amongit 
the re{t where Faber fayesthey were all rendred into Latin out of Dutch, and

And having found the true Originall and Caufe of Difeafes, then further to 
fearch after a proper remedy; for ‘all Défeafes are not cured by one fort of 
Phyfick (fave that which is e€ theriall and Incorporeall) And therefore eeorsi 
tothe Do@rine of (n) ‘Paracelfus, {uch as are bred froma fo light acaufeas th 
impure Seeds of Vegitables, viz. Meate , Drinke, Fruits, Herbes,and the like 
Elementary things, may be very eafily cured with the Secrets of Hearbes,Roots, 
and fuch like mild and tender Medicines of which fort Galenicall Phyfick is 
more plentifully furnithed then any of the reft. Thofe that are produced from

at othertimes lefie vigorous and powerfull,according to the different Ajpects 
under which they are wrought : In which regard a fit Election muft be built up 
from the foundation of Aftrologie, furable to the Nature of the Operation pro- 
pofed, which being etfeGted, anc the Stars finding a figure aptly difpofed for 
receiving them, they forthwith Imprefetheir vertue, which they retaining doe 
afterwards operate in that they finde to be femblable. And thisis not ftrange 
if we refleé&t upon the Vulgarexperiments of the Loadeftone, who communi- 
cating its vertue to a peece of Iron (a thing made fic by Nature to attra@ and 
reteine) that Piecethereby becomes of ftrength to communicate this vertue 
toa third. But if we fhould confider the Operations of this Magnet throughly 
(which proceeds onely’ froma Naturall Principle) there is no other Mf i7flery Ces 
leftiall,E lementall,or Earthly, which can be too hard, for our Belicfe. 

Moreover, thele CelcHiall vertaes and peculiar Gifts are notinfuled into I#- 
dividual and particular things, by the Idea, and by meanes of the Soule of the 
World alone, But alfoareinviced thither, through the Obedientiality of their 
Matter, and a certaine aptitude and likeneffe that thefe Inferiours beare to 
their Superiours 3 which being once takenin, they thereupon contra@ and re- 
teine (befides {uch as they receive from their owne Species) thofe naturall 
Vertues and Roots of the Starrs, wherewith they fufcitate and ftir up the Influe- 

ences of the Celeftiall Bodies ; whoare (as it were by compact when United) 
Obliged to Operate in and for that purpole, which the Artift appoints them, 
And more efpecially ifthe Minde of the Operator be vebemently inclined to- 
wards the fame. For that through the ftrength and Efficacy of the Imagination 
and Pa/ston, (being ferioufly intent upon any Operation) is joyned with the 
Minde of che Starrs and Intelligences, and as fodainly fitted with Vertues, as if: 
it were the proper, Recepracle of their Influences,and confequently.helpes more 
effeCtually to infule their Vertaes into our Workes: And the reafon is; becaufe 
there is an apprebenfion and power of all things intbe Minde: Whereupon all things

Thefe kind of Perfecutions were fil Multiplyed upon him,and he fometimes 
‘Perfonally agreeved by,them : for about the yeare 1594. he was under a 
kinde of Reftraint, which occafioned him to (t) wrire to the Eady Scydmoreto t) 2% O@ 
move the Queene that either he might declare his Cafe to the Body of the Cout- fy, 
cell; or elfe under the Broade-feale have liberty to goe frecly where he pleafed. Viti 

And thus much concerning thefe two famous men-in feverall ; now 
fall I give the Reader an Account of their joynt Adions abroad, as alfo what 
relates to Dodtor Dee after his returne into England : which I fhall doe 
from an unqueftionable Authority, even Dodtor Dee’s Diary,all written with his 
owne hand; where I fhall take the larger Field to walke in, becaufe I move 
upon fo certaine ground: fome of which paflages may pleafe Gif not concerne) 
the Reader. For I think it not fit-to fuffer {uch Eminent lights longer to lie in 
Obfcurity, without bringing them forth to the view of the VVorld. 

’ Tis generally reported that Dedfor Dee, and Sir Edward Kelly were fo 
ftangely fortunate, asto finde a very large quantity of the Elixir im fome part 
of the Ruines of Glaffenbury-Abbey which was fo incredibly Rich in vertue(be- 
ing one upon 272330.) that they loft much in making Projedtion,by way of 
Trial; before they found out the true beight of the Medicine. 

And no fooner were they Mafters of this Treafure, then they refolved to Tra- 
vell into Ferraigne Parts, where falling into acquaintance with'one Albertus 
Laskey a Polonian Prince (which came into England the beginning of May, 
An.15 83.) onthe 21. of Sept. following, They, their VVives; Children, and 
Families, went beyond Sea with the faid ‘Prince, 

And whether they found it at Glaftenbury (as is aforefaid) or howloever elfe 
they came by it, ’tis certain they hadit: for at Trebona in Bohemia(whither they 
were come to/(u) dwell) Sir Edward Kelley made (w) Projedtion. with one u)Septt4.1586 
fall Graine thereof (in proportion no bigger thenthe leaft graine of Sand) w) Dec. 91586 
upon one Ounce and a Quarter of Common Mercury, and it produced almoft an 
Ounce of moft pure Gold. This was done to gratifie AMlafter Edward Garland 
and his Brother Francis, and in their prefence; which Edward was lately come 
to Trebona, being fent thither to Dodfor Dee, ftom the Emperour of Mufcovias 
according to fome Articles before brought, by one Thomas Symkiufon, 1 alfo 
finde this Note of Doctor Dee’s, Jan.5.1 586. Donum Dei 2.0unces.E. K Mores= 
over, for neerer and later Teffimeny,1 have receivedit from a credible. ‘Perfon, 
that one Broomfield and Alexander Roberts,told him they had often fen Sir Ed: 

Kelly make Projeftion , and in particular upon a piece of Mevail cut out of a 
Warming pan, and without Sir Edwards touching or bandling it, or melting 
the Metall (onely warming itin the Firc) the Elixir being put thereon, it 
was Tranfmated into pure Silver: The Warming-pan and this piece of it,was fent 
0) Queen Elizabeth by her Embaffador who then lay at Prague,that by fitting the 
Piece into the place whence it was cut out, it might exaCtly appeare to be once 
part of that VWarming- pan, The aforefaid Per/on hath likewife feen in the hands 
of one Maffer Frye and Scroope, Rings of Sir Edward Kellyes Gold, tbe fafhion 
of which was onely Gold wyre, twilted thrice about. the Finger: and of thefe 


fathioned Rings, he gave away,to the value of 4ooel. at the Marriage of one 
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his Servant Maides. This was highly Gewerous, but to fay truch he was openly : 
Profufe, beyond the modeft Limitts of a Sober Philofopber. 

During their abode at Trebona, they tried many Chemicall Experiments(to (ee 
whether they could make that Iewell they pofleft, (the particular account of 
their operations 1 nzede not here relare)yet 1 canmor heare that ever they accome 
plithed any thing;onely I finde che 27.0f Aprill noted by Doétor Dee with fea 
verall ex preflions of Ioy and Gladneffr,as Hac eff dies quam fecit Domi- 
nus, Againe Miferecordia Det magna,and jaftly, Omne quod vivit 
laudet Dominum. And to teftifie what they meant, he writes upon the 30.day 
bendoa Mafter Edward Kelley did open the Great fecret to me. God be 

anked, 

Wiles they lived at Trcbons,Sir Edward Kelley went dives times to Prague, 
andthe 15.0f Iaa.1587. he went. into Polund, bie retursed the 9 of Febr.afer, 
And’ tis probable thefe Tourcys were made in queft after fome famous Che- 
saifts. Things were mot earried’here fo privately, bur Qceene Elizabeth had no- 
tice given her of their Adtions, whereupon the ufed feverall meanes. by Letters 
and M«cfJages to invite them back into England, where it was believed fhe had 
fo far prevailed that Mafter Simkin(on and Majfter Francis Garland’s Brothey 
Robert, coming from England to (x) Trebona (uppofed they had beene ready to 
come ever to England upon the Qucenes Letters formerly fent them. And 
though Sir Edward Kelley flaid behinde, yet Dogter Dee (y) left Trebona: and 
and came for England. But whether occafioned by fome unkindneffle received 
from Six. Edward Kelley or falling out of their Wives, or the Solicitation of 
Qucene Elizabeth (or all thefe concurring) I am not yet certaine, not unlike 


: but-each of them might.contribute to their Seperatioz. 


For that there was fonie Greate and Wonderful unkindnefle: paft from Sin 
Edward Kellety appeares,by his fending for Doctor Dee, the beginning of Zax. 
1588. under thew of Reconciliation, and: difcovering more then an Ordinary: 
Jutimacy and Cempliancy about that time, which fatre fhewes the good Doctor 
notes with this prayer. God leade bis heart to alk. Charity aud Brotherly love: 
Ais alfo by. Letters fent from Doctor Dee to Sir Edward Kelley and: his: Wife 
the end of March following, requiring at their hands. Mutual Charity, which 
(%) after upon MiffrisKelleys receiving the Sacrament the gave her hand to 
Doctor Dee and his VVifein Token of Charity. But it feemes-thefe things were 
sot cordiall but onely outward. 3 for 9. Sept. following, (the Lord Ghancellor- 
coming to Trebona) the Rancour & Di/Simplation was more evident tahim,and 
it feemes grew upto a greater height then he could beare. And thereupon he 
thought wifely to avoid the further Danger by leaving Germany which occafi~ 


. oned him to (4) deliver to Sir Edward Kelley the Powder the Books the Glaffe,

‘with fome other things, and thereupon received his buifcharge in writing under 
his Haud and Seale.

metique Philestpher, { Do&or Henric Kunrath of Hamburgh] came to vifit 

him: The 16. of Nov.he went thence to Stade, where he met with Mr.Edward 

Dycr going Embaf[ador for Denmarke, who the yeare before had beene . at Tye 

boua, and carried back Letters from the Doéfor to Queene Elizabeth; He was a 

great Corefpondent of Do&or Decry and as carne a Seareber after the 
tone. 

The 23.0f Novemb. following, he arrived at Graves end having beene out 
of England 6. ycw'es 2. Monetbs and 2. Dayés, and the 9th of Decemb. prefented 
himfelfe to the Queene at Richmond, where he was favoured: with akinde Re- 
ception. .
